INDICATIONS ANO USAGE 

EPIDUO Gel is a combination of adapalene, a retinoid, and benzoyl peroxide, and is 
indicated for the topical treatment of acne vulgaris in patients 12 years of age and 
older.

DRUG INTERACTIONS 

Exercise caution in using preparations containing sulfur, resorcinol. or salicylic acid, 
medicated or abrasive soaps and cleansers and products with high concentrations 
of alcohol or astringents in combination with EPIDUO Gel. 
Concomitant use of topical products with a strong drying effect can increase irrita- 
tion.

Pregnancy 

Pregnancy Category C. There are no well-controlled trials in pregnant women 
treated with EPIDUO Gel. Animal reproduction studies have not been conducted 
with the combination gel or benzoyl peroxide. Furthermore, such studies are not 
always predictive of human response: therefore. EPIDUO Gel should be used during 
pregnancy only if the potential benefit justifies the risk to the fetus. 
No teratogenic effects were observed in rats treated with oral doses of 0.15 to 5.0 
mg adapalene/kg/day, up to 25 times (mg/mVday) the maximum recommended hu- 
man dose (MRHD) of 2 grams of EPIDUO Gel. However, teratogenic changes were 
observed in rats and rabbits when treated with oral doses of > 25 mg adapalene/ 
kg/day representing 123 and 2-46 times MRHD, respectively. Findings included 
cleft palate, microphthalmia, encephalocele and skeletal abnormalities in rats; and 
umbilical hernia, exophthalmos and kidney and skeletal abnormalities in rabbits. 
Dermal teratology studies conducted in rats and rabbits at doses of 0.6-6.0 mg 
adapalene/kg/day [25-59 times (mg/m ? ) the MRHD] exhibited no fetotoxicity and 
only minimal increases in supernumerary ribs in both species and delayed ossifica- 
tion in rabbits. 

Nursing Mothers 

It is not known whether adapalene or benzoyl peroxide is excreted in human milk 
following use of EPIDUO Gel. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk, 
caution should be exercised when EPIDUO Gel is administered to a nursing woman. 
Pediatric Use 

Safety and effectiveness of EPIDUO Gel in pediatric patients under the age of 12 
have not been established. 

Geriatric Use 

Clinical studies of EPIDUO Gel did not include sufficient numbers of subjects aged 
65 and over to determine whether they respond differently from younger subjects. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility 

No carcinogenicity, photocarcinogenicity, genotoxicity, or fertility studies were 
conducted with EPIDUO Gel. 

Carcinogenicity studies with adapalene have been conducted in mice at topical 
doses of 0.4, 1.3, and 4.0 mg/kg/day (1.2, 3.9, and 12 mg/m 2 /day), and in rats at 
oral doses of 0.15, 0.5, and 1.5 mg/kg/day (0.9, 3.0, and 9.0 mg/m 2 /day). In terms 
of body surface area, the highest dose levels are 9.8 (mice) and 7.4 times (rats) 
the MRHD of 2 grams of EPIDUO Gel. In the rat study, an increased incidence of 
benign and malignant pheochromcytomas in the adrenal medulla of male rats was 
observed. 

No significant increase in tumor formation was observed in rodents topically 
treated with 15-25% benzoyl peroxide carbopol gel (6-10 times the concentration 
of benzoyl peroxide in EPIDUO Gel) for two years. Rats received maximum daily 
applications of 138 (males) and 205 (females) mg benzoyl peroxide/kg. In terms 
of body surface area, these levels are 27-40 times the MRHD. Similar results were 
obtained in mice topically treated with 25% benzoyl peroxide carbopol gel for 56 
weeks followed by intermittent treatment with 15% benzoyl peroxide carbopol gel 



tor rest of the 2 years srudy period, and in mice topically treated with 5% benzoyl 
peroxide carbopol gel for two years 

The role of benzoyl peroxide as a tumor promoter has been well established in 
several animal species. However, the significance of this finding in humans is 
unknown. 

In a photocarcinogenicity study conducted with 5% benzoyl peroxide carbopol gel, 
no increase in UV-induced tumor formation was observed in hairless mice topically 
treated for 40 weeks. 

No photocarcinogenicity studies were conducted with adapalene. However, animal 
studies have shown an increased tumorigenic risk with the use ol pharmacologi- 
cally similar drugs (e.g.. retinoids) when exposed to UV irradiation in the laboratory 
or sunlight. Although the significance of these findings to humans is not clear, 
patients should be advised to avoid or minimize exposure to either sunlight or 
artificial irradiation sources. 

Adapalene did not exhibit mutagenic or genotoxic effects in vitro (Ames test, 
Chinese hamster ovary cell assay, mouse lymphoma TK assay) or in vivo (mouse 
micronucleus test). 

Bacterial mutagenicity assays (Ames test) with benzoyl peroxide has provided 
mixed results, mutagenic potential was observed in a few but not in a majority of 
investigations. Benzoyl peroxide has been shown to produce single-strand DNA 
breaks in human bronchial epithelial and mouse epidermal cells, it has caused 
DNA-protein cross-links in the human cells, and has also induced a dose-depend- 
ent increase in sister chromatid exchanges in Chinese hamster ovary cells. 
In rat oral studies, 20 mg adapalene/kg/day (120 mg/mVday: 98 times the MRHD 
based on mg/mVday comparison) did not affect the reproductive performance and 
fertility of Fo males and females, or growth, development and reproductive function 
of Ft offspring. 

No fertility studies were conducted with benzoyl peroxide.

- Advise patients to cleanse the area to be treated with a mild or soapless 
cleanser; pat dry.

He is three 
years older than I am, so we'd never really 
talked — until a youth group trip to an 
amusement park at the start of my senior 
year. After that, we started texting until 
2 a.m. and hanging out nonstop. Then 
Jake told me he was leaving for basic 
training in Texas that January. When he 
left, I felt a giant hole in my heart. I felt so 
alone, until a handwritten letter arrived: 
Jake said that even though we were miles 
apart, he would never give up on us. I 
could hear his voice in my head when I 
read it, and I felt alive again. We wrote 
long letters back and forth, in between 
calls and video chats whenever Jake had 
gk\ access. The 
k distance forced 
us to focus on 
the connection 
' we had, not on 
how much we 
were missing 
out on by 
being 
apart — and 




that brought us even closer. I 
started thinking that the only way we 
could be together is if I lived on-base . . . 
as his wife. I had already been accepted 
to college, but I could go somewhere near 
Jake, I thought. 

In April, Jake flew me to San Antonio 
for a visit. I was so convinced he was 
going to propose that when he got in the 
shower, I peeked in his backpack — and 
he walked in right as I found a small black 
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box! Without a word, I jumped into his 
arms and said, "Yes!" I didn't care about 
having a big proposal. I just cared about 
having him. 

After I got home, I had lunch with 
Jake's family — it was awkward, because 
I'd never spent time alone with them. They 
kept asking whether we were sure — but if 
they thought it was a bad idea, they didn't 
say it to my face, and neither did my 
parents. I was too blinded by love to hear 
it anyway. The last few months of school 
were a blur of wedding planning, prom, 
and graduation, but I never thought about 
putting on the brakes. I knew I wanted to 
marry Jake, so why wait? On our wedding 
day, I felt happy and secure. 

A few weeks later, we moved to North 



Dakota, where Jake was restationed. He 
was working all the time, so I'd spend the 
day by myself — I felt so isolated. I decided 
to enroll in online college classes, but 
with us living off Jake's salary alone, our 
money disappeared. The stress led to 
fights about stupid things, like whose turn 
it was to cook or do 
laundry. Onetime, I 
freaked out when 
Jake came home with 
Oreos and a bag of 
chips — that extra 
10 dollars makes a 
difference! When I 
vented to another 
military girlfriend 
about how hard things were, she 
snapped, "That's why you shouldn't rush 
into marriage!" For the first time, I 
doubted myself. Was she right? When I 
see my friends posting Facebook pictures 
from college, I can't help thinking: How 
would my life have been different? I'll 
never know what it's like to have a 
roommate or live in a dorm. 

As many low points as I've gone 
through, I don't regret getting married. 
Marriage has tested my relationship in 
ways I didn't expect, but it has also taught 
me what it means to love — to be there for 
someone when they're driving you crazy 
and to work through problems together. 
Jake and I don't have all the answers, but 
we have our whole lives to figure it out. (B 
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It was 2 a.m. on a cold Saturday, 
and a bunch of us were 
crammed in my friend's car. 
Aaron was driving and we were 
rapping along to someone's 
iPod on the way home from a small 
party, where my best friend and I had 
spent the whole night gossiping about 
guys and dancing to hip-hop. I love to 
dance — four months earlier, I'd won 
a regional dance competition and 
qualified for Nationals. I'd had a few 
beers but I wasn't drunk. 
As the party wound down, 
Aaron announced he was 
heading out, and a 
bunch of us jumped in 
the car. I'd seen him 
drinking during the night, 
but I trusted him — I didn't 
think he'd be driving if he 
was really drunk. 

On the way to my house, Aaron was 
driving a little fast and veered off the 
road a couple times. We laughed it off, 
but I was glad I had my seat belt on. All 
of a sudden, Aaron took a sharp turn, 
swerved, then hit a curb. Before I had 
time to think, he jerked the car in the 
opposite direction. Things quickly went 
from fun to terrifying. A jolt of panic shot 
through my body as we headed straight 
for a tree! I heard a boom and the car 
shook as we smashed into it. I didn't 
even have time to scream. 

The next few minutes felt like a 
dream. I was weirdly calm. I didn't 
even cry. My seat belt was still on, but 
my legs were stuck under the driver's 
seat and my body was over the center 
console. I could hear EMTs talking 
and a helicopter landing to airlift 
us to the hospital — but everything 
felt foggy. Then I blacked out. 

a new reality 

The first time I woke up, my dad was 
standing over me looking scared. I didn't 
want him to worry, so I said, "Daddy, I'll 
be okay. I just can't feel my legs." I must 
have passed out again, because the 
next time I opened my eyes, I was in an 
MRI machine. My eye was swollen shut, 
so I couldn't see. I hit the top with my 
fists, thinking I was in a coffin. 



The next week was a haze of 
surgeries and drugs. Then, the 
doctor matter-of-factly told me 
I'd never walk and, even worse, 
dance again. I couldn't process 
it — how was I going to live without 
dancing?]? I was in the hospital 
for almost two months and had 
three operations — on my back, 
my stomach, and my broken 
pinkie. The seat belt severed the 
nerves and muscles at my waist

When I got home, I was still in 
complete denial. I'd open the door to 
step out of the car and then remember 
I'm stuck in this chair. Once, I totally 
broke down, throwing pillows and hitting 
my legs. I'd bottled up all this anger 
and frustration toward my injury, and I 
couldn't put on a brave face anymore. I 
was so fed up with my body. 

But the idea of going back to school 
was exciting — I just wanted to get back 
some sense of normalcy — though I was 
really self-conscious about how people 
would react to my wheelchair. People 
kept offering to carry my books or grab 
stuff I couldn't reach, but that made 
me feel worse, like a burden. Prom 
was especially hard. I'd always pictured 
myself dancing all night and having a 
blast with my 
friends. It 
couldn't have 
been more 
different. 




Watching from my chair 
while my friends were out 
on the dance floor made 
me feel less than everyone 
else. But during the last 
song, my date picked me 
up in his arms and we 
danced together. In that moment, I didn't 
feel different. I was just me again. 

moving forward 

It's been two years and I'm completely 
independent now, although I don't 
know if I'll ever accept the fact that 
I won't walk again. Aaron, the driver, 
went to prison for what he did. [He was 
sentenced to more than seven years 
in prison for drunk driving.] But I don't 
blame him. I take responsibility for 
getting in the car with him, and I want 
to make sure this doesn't happen to 
anyone else. I've been touring schools, 
speaking to more than 10,000 people 
about what happened to me. It's given 
me a purpose. If I have to live the rest of 
my life with this wheelchair as a reminder 
of one bad decision, it's a decision I don't 
want anyone else to make.©

ou can hear Justin Bieber coming long before you see him. 
That's because he doesn't just walk up the steps to the 
second-floor music studio where he's been recording his new 
album: He sings the whole way. And trust us — his voice is 
just as strong without all the music production. Unplugged, 
he sounds soulful and real. 

When Justin finally appears, he's in a black T-shirt and 
jeans with a checkered Louis Vuitton belt holding his pants 
up against his gray American Apparel briefs. He's wearing 
an orange Philadelphia Flyers hat that's sideways on those 
famously sideswept bangs, and he has matching orange 
soles on his black Supras. He's also wearing a large gold 
Jesus pendant around his neck.
